ment to give women the vote at 21.

that of men. When this bill passes 
5,000.000 women In Great Britain will 
be added to the voting ,11st. giving 
them a majority of 2 . 000.000 over 
the men. 

Women now vote In thirty-six of 
some sixty civilised nations, al¬ 
though the organised movement for 
woman suffrage began In the United 
States seventy-nine years ago. Four¬ 
teen of these thlrty-stx countries 
are under the Brlllate flag. In the 
majority of the thirty-six women 
are fully enfranchised, although In 
some cases their suffrage In limited. 

Women have full political equal¬ 
ity in the German Republic. More 
than a thousand German women are 
serving on municipal committees, 
and there are shout thirty women 
members of the Reichstag. 

Women have equal voting rights 
with men in soviet Russia. 

DUTCH WOMEN
